“ I am of the opinion that the earth 
passed through the tail of this comet, and 
that its vapors so permeated our atmos­ 
phere as to be the direct cause of the recant 
unprecedented rainfall all over the errantry.” 
He now believes that it was the cause of the 
great snow-storm on the lakes early in the 
fall. Indeed the tail of the comet may have 
actually swept all over that portion of the 
continent. Mary recent hurricanes can, he 
thinks, be accounted for if we accept the 
above theory. 
Brufnl Outrrge In Ml.xiurl. 
St. Locia, June 2«;h.-The Republican’> 
Jefferson City special says; Mrs. Caroline 
Bohmann, wife of a German farmer, living 
seven miies west of here, was overtaken on 
the road some distance from her home yes­ 
terday afternoon by John Harker. a section 
hand of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, and 
was brutaliy ravished by him. He retained 
his victim two hours, when she escaped from 
him and returned home. Her husband im­ 
mediately collected.a party of neighbors, who 
started out and captured Harker while at 
work with iiis gang, bound him hand and 
foot and took him to Jefferson City, where 
he now lies in jail.

T h e “ S usp ects'’ in P riso n . 
Cork, June 28th.—Colonel Brooks, Amer­ 
ican Consul in this city, has returned from a 
visit to Henry O’Mahoney, a “ suspect” now 
in jail on a charge of the attempted murder 
of Mr. Scranton, Justice of the Peace of 
Ballydehob. The Consul eays O’Mahoney, 
at the time of his arrest, was serving as Poor 
Law Guardian, an office of trust under the 
laws of the Kingdom, and that O’Mahoney was 
made a naturalized citizen of the United 
States before he accepted that office there 
seems to be no doubt The Consul refuses to 
express any further opinion. He has made a 
full report of the case to the American 
Legation in London and to the Department 
of State at Washington. He says the sus­ 
pected, of whom there are 35 in Limerick 
jail, are remarkably well treated, are fed by 
the Land League and supplied with clothing 
and bedding from the same source, the sheets, 
pillows, blankets, mattresses, etc., all being 
marked “ National Land League.”

PACIFIC COAST. 
Powder Works Burned. 
San F rancisco, Jnne 28th.—The powder 
mill at Clark's Landing, Alameda county, 
has been destroyed by fire, and three men 
were seriously but not fatally burned. The 
works were owned by the Alta Chemical 
Company, who manufactured a peculiar kind 
f powder for mining purposes. The build­ 


ing consisted of two rooms, one of which was 
used for storing the powder and the other for 
manufacturing it. Charles Auderson, the en­ 
gineer. was 
in one 
of the apart­ 
ments hammering on some steel, when 
a spark alighted on his vest aud set it 
on fire. Lvsing his pretence of miDd he 
threw the vest off, upon a heap of powder 
lying on the floor, which ignited without an 
explosion and set the building on fire. Pro­ 
fessor Monnier, the manager, and his son 
barely escaped with their lives, as they were 
instantly surrounded by fire and bad to grope 
their way through flames and blinding smoke. 
As it is, tbeir hands 
and faces are seriously 
burned. The loss on 
the building, stock and 
machinery amounts to §0,000. The company 
will resume business as soon as the building 
can be restored. 
Change in the Oltire of Chit r of Police at 
Oakland. 
San F rancisco, June 28th.—The Fletcher 
investigation at Oakland was resumed yes­ 
terday, and a few unimportant witnesses, 
whose testimony was chiefly hearsay, were 
examined. Detective Deal, of the Central 
Pacific R -ilroad, was expected to be present 
to give evidence on the charge that Fletcher 
had given a stolen watch to his bou, but he 
stakl away. The case was then closed, and 
at the meeting of the Council last evening 
the Commission reported that the charges 
were not substauti ited, except so far as they 
related to the appropriation by Captain 
Fletcher of a pair of hoots stolen frotn a 
house at Livermore. Councilman Hawkins 
at once offered a resolution declaring Captain 
Fletcher’s posi I ion as Chief ef Police vacant, 
which was carried. Miilan, Gill, Hawkins 
and Hayes voting aye.

THE STATE UNIVERSITY— ELECTION OK PRESI­

psl candidates being W. T. Keid, Principal of 
the Boys’ High School of this city, Hon. 
James McM. Shafter and Bishop Havens. 
There was a good deal of talk about political 
influences at woik in the Board, and some 
sharp criticism of Mr. Keid. The election, 
however, finally resulted iu a ballot giving 
him 11 votes and Shafter 9. Rev. J. H. C. 
Bonte was chosen Secretary. A motion to 
reinstate Professor Welcker was laid over for 
he prtsent.

It is understood 
that a new lot of School Directors will be 
put up, one prominent politician hinting that 
in the names heretofore mentioned there was 
too much of a ring flavor.

The Supervisors have passed the order fix­ 
ing the tax levy at §1 15 on the -9100. 
Officer Callahan has been dismissed from 
the police force for drunkenness and disor­ 
derly conduct while ou duty. 
The First Regiment has definitively deter­ 
mined to go into camp at Santa Crnz on 
Saturday next, remaining until Sunday, the 
10th.Judge Hunt refuses to Issue a writ of man­ 
date to compel the Supervisors to levy a tax 
sufficient to put§821,000 to the credit of the 
school fund. 
Another long-established privilege of Uncle 
Sam’s employes has been taken away from 
them. Hereafter ail employes in the Cus­ 
tom-house here are forbidden to smoke dur­ 
ing working hours. This cruel order was 
issued by the Collector last Saturday. 
It has been discovered that the information 
against James Forrester for attempting to 
bribe witnesses in the Kalloch-De Young 
shooting scrape is defective, and the result 
has been the dismissal of the information and 
¿he holding of Forrester on a new warrant. 
In the Republican Convention Monday 
night, after an extended executive Conven­ 
tion, there were nominated for School Di­ 
rectors Julius Bandmann, B. F. Webster, 
George Culver, C. S. Eaton, Henry Molli- 
neaux, D. Dunn, J. M. Buffington, T. B. De 
Witt, J. C. Stubbs, W. B. Ewer. 
The latest reported charter for wheat was 
at the rate of ¿"3 17s. fid. per ton for Liver­ 
pool direct. There is only one disengaged 
ship in port that is suitable for wheat, but a 
number of vessels are fully due. and no 
scarcity of tonnage Í3 anticipated. There 
are several ships with wheat ready for sea, 
but as Bailors continue very scarce, it ia slow 
work getting away. 
Margarita L. May, a widow, aged about 
50 years, attempted to commit suicide at her 
room, No. 204 Fifth street, by swallowing 
laudannm. Soon atter taking the poison she 
was discovered by some of the other lodgers. 
They informed oifix-r Tyron of the fact, who 
earned her removal to the city receiving hos­ 
pital. She wa3 given an emetic, and a bat­ 
tery being afttrwafds applied, immediate 
danger from the effects of the drug was re­ 
moved. After being restored to conscious­ 
ness she rtf u-ed to give any explanation for 
her act.

Last week it 
was thought the “ bey” element of the Con­ 
vention had been pretty effectually sat down 
or, but later developments ehow that they 
are far from being left. The “ boys’’ were 
credited with cumbering but twenty or so in 
the Convention, but now ’tis conceded they 
have nearly double that number; and as 
they are a unit, and are up to every political 
trick, ths managers of the milk brigade have 
had their eyes opened to the danger that 
threatens their line. 
The cowboys are 
divided on candidates for the important 
offices, and it is hinted that several cowboy 
aspirants are not averse to receiving aid 
from the boys. The fight for Supervisors is 
hot—so warm in fart tint a nomination for 
the more important places will probably 
iiinge on several nominations for Supervisorial 
honors. The c mtroling ring of the present 
Board are striving to perpetuate their power 
to another ring in the Board to be elected 
this fall, and they are said to be aided and 
abetted by the workers for the gas and water 
companies, while rumors are floating about 
that the street car companies are taking a 
hand in the same struggle, in order to get a 
friend in the office of Street Superintendent. 
A suspicion that matters are not progrtsdng 
entirely to their satisfaction has set the milk 
brigade to work in earnest to fix upon candi­ 
dates for Supervisors, and Saturday night 
and Sunday afternoon Beveral caucus of the 
different districts and wards were held, 
where, it is said, men were agreed npon who 
will be supported by the cowboy?. It is 
also rumored that the caucuses indorsed 
some names for School Directors. As the 
proceedings were conducted with the utmost 
privacy, however, it cannot be definitely 
stated what was done, but the result will be 
known to-night probably. 
The local Democracy are in a ferment over 
their primaries, which are to be held on the 
30th instant. At present the Fire Depart­ 
ment runs that party, having handsomely, 
with their coadjutors, the Buckley-Fritz fac­ 
tion, beaten their opponents, the Brady-Man- 
nix et al. crowd. It is thought they will 
maintain their supremacy at the primaries, 
as they have control of the party machinery ;

In which event they 
calculate the Democrats will have a walk­ 
over on election day. 
The Workingmen, too, are active in get­ 
ting their programme ready. The question 
of a union with the Democrats has been 
definitely settled in the affirmative, providing 
the latter will do the genteel thing in the 
way of dividing the offices—say. for instance, 
the Workingmen to have the Mayor, Sheriff, 
Auditor, half the Supervisors and Board of 
Education and a few more or less other 
places. The Workingmen are rather modest 
this year, and don’t claim everything in sight. 
The Democratic and Workingmen’s Conven­ 
tions are to be held the same day, and con­ 
ference committees will be appointed by each 
body to establish a basis of compromise ; and 
this is where the trouble will begin, as the 
Workingmen fully realize tbeir importance 


iu the game, and will not accept any ticket 
upon which they are not well represented.

—The scene just after 
the terrific explosion last night was one of 
terror and never to be forgotten. There was 
fully 40,000 pounds of the Tonite powder in 
the magazine, and the crash and reverber­ 
ations which broke from the mountains were 
truly grand. A moment before the report 
A g r e a t b laze 
Shot upward from 700 to 1.000 feet, followed 
by an immense sand cloud, reaching nearly 
as high. As the shock spent itself and 
reached the Santa Catalinas, eleven miles dis­ 
tant, it came back with the rumble and 
tremble so distinctive of an earthquake,

into the 
street or 
crowded there 
as quickly as possible for bieatb, as 
the concussion raised a cloud of dust little 
short of asand-storm.thatenveloped the entire 
town. In the street the people wen* rushing 
wildly to and fro to what they believed to be 
a place of safety. The Catholic Cathedra), 
capable of holding 2,00D 
p'e, was packed 
in less than fifteen minutes, mainly by our 
Mexican population, who rushed to the 
church as the last resort and act of their 
lives. To aJJ to the consternation, while 
the city was in total darkness. 
A CRY O f I'TRK 
Was ra'sed, and was sh ntly confirmed 
by a blaze, the fire starting from fallen 
lamps. 
At this hour the bank luild- 
ings on Congress street were stand­ 
ing cpen, the heavy oak doors being 
torn off their hinges, the force of the concus­ 
sion being hindered neither by bolls, lock? nor 
Iron bars, and windows of plate class half an 
inch thick were shattered. 
Two of the 
largest stores in town, those of Theodore 
Welisch & Co. and A. N. O i? Jt Co., were 
completely gutted of glaes, tasbe? and doors, 
and prevented an inviting scene for plunder. 
There ia scarcely a house in town, or a build­ 
ing, but baars u-arks of the shock, which 
broke sashes and glass at Fort Lowell, eight 
miles distant, as readily as it tore the roofs 
from the houses and demolished the walls, 
ceilings, etc., of buildings near the location of 
tho scene. No less that, teu calls came 
in by telephone for medical aid, including 
one from the hospital across the valley some 
two miles. 
INCIDENTS OK THE AFFAIR. 
At Levin’s Park, where many people were 
assembled, over forty were prostrated, sev­ 
eral ladies fainting. Incidents of the ex­ 
plosion are almost uulimited, some of them 
being amusing. It was generally believed at 
the instant that the comet was the cause of 
the catastrophe. At Levin's Park a rough 
old miner, a moment before the shock, walked 
up to the bar, remarking. “ Well, boys, tho 
comet wiil get away with us all yet. Let’s 
have one more drink.” The conversation was 
being carried on in this ttrain, and juBt be­ 
fore raising the glasses came the blaze, fol­ 
lowed quickly by the explosion. All the 
miner could say was, “ My God! boys, we 
are struck. Drink quick !” The next mo­ 
ment he was ft und prostrate c-u the ground 
twenty feet av.-ay, scnseUps I . w as almost 
impossible to convince the hero that he had 
not been hit by the comet. 
FORCE OK THE EXPLOSION. 
Reporta reached the city to-night from 
Harshaw, a distance of SO n.i'vs, saving the 
shock was distinctly bit al that place. The 
rui itary telegraph i;:;e rutting by the mag­ 
azine cannot be fo nu for a distance of neary 
half a mile, and several of the Western Union 
p. les were shivered. The accident to the 
military line cut off communication, but a 
dispatch was sent from Fort Grant as far as 
Camp Howell, inquiring the cause of the 
shock. Fort Grant is 120 miles from Tucson. 
All the United States Sigu&l .Service instru­ 
ments were completely ruined. 
A VISIT TO THE SCENE. 
The Mayor and Marsha), with the C'ity 
Surveyor, visited the scene to-day. The hole 
measured 12 feet deep by 75 in diameter, and 
the explosion destroyed every vestige of grass 
and shrubbery for ten acres around. Upon 
measurement it was found that the magazine 
was located 330 feet outside the city limits.

THE MrX'CAN RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 
Tho terrible railroad accident at More­ 
nos, Mexico, by which over 170 lives have 
been lost, appears to hive occurred upon a 
new narrow-guage road which had only 
been opened a few days or weeks. 
The 
bridge which gave way under the train had 
been loosened by recent floods and storms, 
and the occurrence of the accident seems 
to have been primarily due to the absence 
of track-walkcrs and inspectors. As the 
line was constructed by Mexican engineers, 
and was wholly iu Mexican hands, the peo­ 
ple will not be able to charge the disaster 
upon foreign carelessness or incompetence. 
The Mexicans have unfortunately but little 
or no experience in railroad building or 
management, and with their indolent, easy­ 
going ways, they appear to have thought 
that it was not worth while to examine the 
track continually. 
With such ideas of 
railroad management it may be said that 
an accident sooner or later was certain, Lut 
it is to be regretted deeply that the 
first casualty should have been so destruc­ 
tive to life. As is but too frequently the 
case iu such occurrences, the secondary 
results of the fall of the bridge were more 
calamitous than the first. It Í3 probable 
that a great many might have escaped 
little hurt, hut some cars loaded with 
brandy caught tire direetly after the fall of 
the bridge, and at once enveloped the ruins 
in flames. The scene must have resembled 
that frightful accident on the Holyhead 
Kailroad, when the oil train collided with 
the mail train, and the passengers were 
burned to cinders in their seats, being 
incapable even of reaching the doors 
though the cars never left the rails. The 
burning alcohol of course speedily accom­ 
plished its work, and it appears that prob­ 
ably nearly ‘200 persons perished by this 
terrible death. An investigation has been 
ordered by the Government, but it can 
only show what is already plain enough, 
namely, that the track ought to have been 
carefully inspected before the train was 
allowed to go upon the bridge. No doubt 
this will teach the Mexican railroad men 
caution, hut the experience has been far 
too deaily purchased. 


THE 
HALF-HOLIDAY 
QUESTION. 
A large number of operatives in New 
York are trying to obtain a Saturday half­ 
holiday. The employers as usual resist 
the movement strenuously, and endeavor 
to stop it by proposing to dock the men’s 
wages. Manifestly there ought to be a 
compromise on this point. The loss of 
half a day’s work must diminish the output 
of the works, and the employers should not 
be expected to bear the whole of this. But 
the proposition for a half-holiday is in 
itself a reasonable one, and there can be 
no doubt that such a concession would 
eventually repay itself in the increased en­ 
ergy and willingness of the hands. Work- 
ingrnen work altogether too much and too 
continuously, and they need the half-holi­ 
day for their health. Unfortunately there 
are too many who would only abuse it by 
getting drunk or playing cards all the 
time, and this is sure to be made an argu­ 
ment against granting the demand.

There seems to be no room for dcubt 
that ’.he recent persecution of the Jews 
has been sanctioned, if not procured, by 
the Russian Government. 
All the ac­ 
counts agree in stating that when the 
troops were called out for the ostensible 
purpose of protecting the victims of the 
mob, they maintained a perfectly neutral 
attitude, neither arresting the violence of 
the populace nor shielding the Jews in 
any way ; and that the police pursued the 
same course. Now it must ba pointed out 
that this attitude of the Russian Gov­ 
ernment, barbarous' and even brutal as it 
is, is in no way inconsistent with its 
policy as formulated and applied for 
eeveral years. For whatever reason the 
Russian Government has manifested a 
rooted hatred to tbe Jews, and it has car­ 
ried this hatred so far as to refuse to 
foreign Jews the protection which the 
other subjects of their countries are en­ 
titled to demand wherever they travel. 
Several flagrant instances of this discrimi­ 
nating injustice have been brought to light, 
and it is not a little remarkable that 
thus far the remonstrances of foreign Gov­ 
ernments have produced no effect what­ 
ever in mitigating the rigor of the treat­ 
ment adopted by Russia towards the 
Hebrew race. The Russian Government 
has what it calls police regulations, un­ 
der which foreign Jews are prohibited 
from settling or even staying temporarily 
in more than a few specified cities and dis­ 
tricts of the Empire. They are not per­ 
mitted to reside at St. Petersburg at all. 
and the case of Mr. Lewisohn, an En­ 
glish subject, who was not long ago per­ 
emptorily ordered to quit the Empire, 
shows to what lengths this practice of os­ 
tracism is carried. The Governments of 
England and of the United States have 
both had occasion to protest against the 
course of Russia towards their citizens of 
Jewish extraction, but their representa­ 
tions have been wholly ineffective. The 
conduct of Russia in fomenting and coun­ 
tenancing the brutal persecution of her own 
Jewish subjects is sufficiently infamous 
and indicative of the savagery wdiich mas­ 
querades in that country under the thin ve­ 
neering of civilization ; but her attitude 
towards foreign Jews involves an interna­ 
tional question of the highest importance, 
and one which England and the United 
States cannot long avoid dealing with. 
S r Charles Dilke, last May, in replying, 
in the House of Commons, to inquiries con­ 
cerning the prohibitions against Jews, said: 
“ Continued complaints have been ad­ 
dressed to the Government of Russia by 
“ the Governments of Germany, Austria 
“ and tbe United States, as well as by Her 
“ Majesty’s Government, against the treat- 
“ ment of their subjects by the provisions 
“ of this law * * * . The Govern- 
“ ment of the United States, which has 
“ always been on friendly terms with Rus- 
“ sia, protested in 1SS0 against the cxpul- 
“ sion from St. Petersburg, under circum­ 
stances of peculiar hardship, of an 
“ American citizen of Jewish faith; but 
“ neither in that case nor in another 
“ case in which they also protested 
“ in the sama year—a case which, 
“ though of inferior hardship, exact- 
“ ly resembled Mr. Lewisohn’s — were 
“ the United States able to obtain the 
“ slightest redress.” The conduct of Bussia 
¡3 the more objectionable because though 
she claims that tbe persecution of one 
class of her people by another class is 
nobody else’s affair, she declared war upon 
Turkey because ono class of the Turkish 
people persecuted another class. But, 
while it may be a very delicate and diffi­ 
cult matter to interfere with her treatment 
of her own subjects, her treatment of the 
subjects of foreign countries is a very 
different question, and one which cannot 
be dealt with in the same way. As the 
case stands American citizens of Jewish 
descent arc practically denied in Russia 
the protection which the national flag is 
supposed to throw over ail citizens of the 
republic. The United States Government 
is powerless to prevent tins class of its 
citizens from being subjected to the most 
injurious and cruel treatment by the 
Russian Government, and the latter im­ 
pudently and stubbornly refuses to afford 
any redress in the premises. 
It is evident that this cannot be submit­ 
ted to. The United .States Government is 
bound to protect its citizsns at home and 
abroad. They cannot be delivered over to 
the mercies of a barbarous and brutal 
power like Russia, to gratify the despicable 
prejudices which that uncivilized people 
harbor against any class of them. Whether 
or not England is content to submit to'the 
insolence of 
the Northern eavager, 
America cannot justify such submission to 
herself. If Russia refuses to act in a 
civilized manner towards all American 
citizens, whatever treaties exist with her 
will have to be revised, and this protection 
be made a special feature of the revision. 
Russia has never hesitated to interfere in 
the most delicate and private affairs of her 
neighbors when she had anything to gain 
by such interference, but apart from 
CDnsiderationa of that kind it 
is 
clearly impossible 
that she should 
be allowed to abuse and 
outrage 
American citizens at her pleasure, no mat­ 
ter what their religion or race. To yield 
to her on such a point would be to aban­ 
don the significance of national dignity and 
power, and to advertise the fact that the 
United States permitted all Govern­ 
ments to do as they pleased with Ameri­ 
can citizens abroad. If an American pass­ 
port has no meaning at St. Petersburg 
the sooner we withdraw our diplomatic 
agents from Russia the better it will be for 
us. It certainly cannot be worth while to 
keep a resident minister there for no bet­ 
ter purpose than to register the insults 
and outrages perpetrated with impunity 
upon citizens of the republic. If we cannot 
protect our Jewish citizens wo cannot pro­ 
tect any, and this fact may as well be re­ 
alized.

This is a fact 
which assuredly cannot be explained 
away, and it seems to lay some kind of an 
obligation upon those who were so clamor­ 
ous for the removal of Mr. McDonald.

TRe Star Eoute Frauds New I’o.nla In 
llie Case. 
St. Louis, June 28th.—Jeff. Chandler, a 
prominent lawyer of this city, has just re­ 
turned from Washington, where he was en­ 
gaged as one of the counsel for the defense in 
the ease of the Government against Brady and 
Dorsey, of star route notorieiy. He gave a 
Post-Dispatch ieporter this afternoon some 
new points in the case.

W ashington, June 28.h.—The French and 
American Claims Commission rendered a ik- 
cii-ion to-day in the case of Egle Aubrey vs. 
the United States. The claimant is a colored 
woman, and was born iu January, 1803, ia 
the Territory of Louisiana, then a French 
colony. April 30, 1803, the Territory was 
ceded to the United States. Couneel for 
claimant contended that at the time of the 
cession the claimant was a French subject, 
and as under the Constitution a colored 
person could not become a citizen of 
the United States, she remained a 
citizen iff France, and as snch was entitled 
to sue the United States before the Com­ 
mission. A claim was filed for $10,000 dam­ 
ages for loss of property, etc. The Court to­ 
day decided that there is nothing in the 
treaty of cession to indicate that it was the 
intention either of France or the United 
States that the inhabitants, or ary of them, 
were to remain citizens of France. On the 
contrary, it was intended that they ehou’d be 
citizens of the United States. The claim 
was therefore disallowed. The decision in 
this case will hold in all similar cases where 
the claimants were colored persons and citi­ 
zens of France at the time of the cession of 
Louisiana. 
.1 Well-known rnlllbrntnn Swindled In 
New York. 
C h ic a g o , June 2Sth.—A New York special 
says : Charles Weller, President of a mining 
aud milling company in California, arrived 
in this city to-day. and took rooms at the 
Windsor Hotel. While wa king about town 
he became acquainted with two well-dressed 
men, who induced him to accompany them to 
their roim, 131 East Seventeenth street, a 
boarding-house kept by a German woman.

When 
Weller got out on the street he informed 
officer Clinchy, of the Eighteenth Precinct, 
of his loss, and gave him a full description of 
the men. Une of the swindlers was arrested, 
and gave his name as Robert Johnson. The 
$050 was found in his possession. Detective 
Hubbard recognized him as a iusd known to 
the police as “ Kies ter Bob.”

News from China. Japan, Siam and the 
Philippine Islands. 


The Occidental and Oriental Steamship 
Companj’a steamer Gaelic, which arrived at 
San Francisco Monday from Hongkong and 
Yokohama, brought the following advices : 


JAPAN. 
The'value of the exhibits remaining un­ 
sold at the Uyeno Exhibition is about 
s4S0,C00, and it is said that a project is on 
foot for disposing of them uy rattle, the 
number of tickets to be 1,000,000. 
The post of President of the Agricultural 
Society of Japan has been accepted by 
ITince Kitasbirakawa. 
» An exhibition is announced to take place 
in Tokio from the 1st to the 30th of March, 
1SS2. 
The exhibits are to consist of rice, 
wheat, tobacco, beans and other cereals, 
shrub3, etc., in one section, and of aquatic 
products in another. 
A narty of Coreana now at Yokohama 
are viewing various objects of iuterest. 
Another party are at Osaka learning cer­ 
tain trades, such as tanning, etc. 
The 
news from Corea in the native papers is 
very contradictory, although it is evident 
that the party which is favorable to the 
opening of 
the country is gathering 
btrength. 
In connection with the new Department 
of Commerce and Agriculture, smaller com­ 
mittees have been established in the differ­ 
ent districts. 
Silk has been in fair inquiry, but the 
stock on hand is small and of poor quality. 
The prospects of the new crop are said to 
be good. 
A large business has been done 
in tea, and while prices have risen, the 
quality has deteriorated. 
A successful regatta was held at Yoko­ 
hama by the Amateur Rowing Club on the 
2d of June. 
The principal meeting of the 
Societe Suisse de Tir has also taken place. 
Admiral l.essoffsky, the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Russian Asiatic fleet, is the 
guest of the Government in Tokio. 
The National Industrial Exhibition in 
Tokio has been visited by large numbers of 
people. 
It closed June 10th. 
The construction of the contemplated 
branch line of railway between Tsuruga 
and Kashu, Kanagawa, is to be immedi­ 
ately commenced. 
Christianity is rapidly spreading, espe­ 
cially in the eastern district. 
In Gunma 
the converts are most numerous among the 
women, who abstain from work on Sun­ 
days. 
On the 27th ultimo a steamer of 140 
tous, built to an order from the Koyekishi 
(Tea Shipping Company at Yenahin), was 
launched from the Hirano ship building 
yard at Ishikawajima. 
During May the total export and import 
irado in all the open ports of Japan was 
as follows:

The yen is SS

A touching incident took place recently 
in Tokio. 
Yoshimura Shichiro, 23 years 
of age, employed as a clerk in a branch 
postcffice, formed an attachment for a 
singing girl named Chigo. 
His creditors 
became so clamorous that he resolved to 
commit suicide with the girl. 
They ac­ 
cordingly proceeded to a restaurant called 
U ’ojin, trorn whence they* proceeded to the 
bank of the Sumidagawa river and threw 
themselves into the water. 
The bodies 
were found a few days afterwards. 


CHINA. 
There has been a considerable disturb­ 
ance in the shapeof an anti-foreign demon­ 
stration at Peking, in which some 2,000 
persons took part. 
Quiet now reigns at 
the capital. 
Rumors of hostile feeling to­ 
wards foreigners are being put down by 
official proclamations. 
The Hankow and Kiukiang tea markets 
have opened earlier than was expected. 
Purchases were commenced at Kiukiang, 
the mart for select Ningchows, on the 14th 
of May, and the Hankow market was 
opened on the 10 th. 
The seventh annual Flower Show at 
Shanghai has been a great success. 
Coal miaes are about to be opened in the 
northeast of Kwangsi, in the districts of 
Fu-chuan-hsien and Ho-hsiien, situated on 
the river known at its source as the 
Hobhui. 
A flood equal in extent to that of 1S77 is 
anticipated at Foochow’. 
Preparations are 
being made by the inhabitants on tbe 
Island of Chung Chow to vacate their ter­ 
ritory. 
A large junk which left Pakhoi recently 
with some Beventy passengers was pirated 
by about a score of desperadoes who took 
jia8Bage in her. 
With regard to the recent piratical at­ 
tack on the German bark Occident, the po­ 
lice are unable to do anything until the ves­ 
sel arrives at Hongkong. 
The German 
man-of-war IIti3 and the Chinese gunboat 
Chen-to have gone out on a cruise with a 
view to getting hold of the pirates, if pos­ 
sible, but much is not expected of their at­ 
tempt to secure them. 
The Hongkong M ail of May 2«1 says : 
We learn from Pekin that the Emperor has 
not improved. 
He ha9 been suffering from 
smali-pox for t wenty days, and it is feared 
that the disease will terminate fatally. 
The Western K np**eis was worse, and had 
over 100 persons to feed her with human 
milk. 
The physician has despaired of her 
recovery, but according to last accounts 
she was getting rapidly convalescent. 
In 
consequence of the death of the Eastern 
Empress, diamond-shaped pieces of paper 
of a eea green color, about four inches in 
length and breadth, having the characters 
“ K’uo Full,” 
meaning the “ Nation’s 
Mourning,” are pasted over all the native 
thop-eigns, lanterns, etc.
